SHI Meeting on Management 
Audit Leaves Members Uneasy

“Let us look ahead, and not backwards 1 ’ was the theme of the 
presentation made by the outside management consultant firm to 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. members at the June 14 informational meet¬ 
ing at Grenoble Hall. Louis H. Knapp, consultant for the firm of 
Cresap, McCormick, and Paget (CMP), said that the problems 
facing the corporation are 1972 problems and not 1965 ones and 
nothing can be done to change what was done back then. 


Nevertheless, there were constant 
references from the audience as to 
past decisions of the GHI Board of 
Directors. Especially coming in for 
criticism was the larger homes 
program consisting of 4 free-stand¬ 
ing homes and 25 townhouses that 
were built in the 1967-1970 period. 

Critics felt that the board had 
not confided sufficiently with the 
membership regarding the financ¬ 
ing of the larger homes program 
and that it had proceeded with the 
program even after there were 
signs that the membership had 
changed its mind subsequent to an 
earlier secret ballot vote that had 
favored the project 

Critics were concerned that the 
present board would embark on new 
management and rehabilitation pro¬ 
grams without also fully consult¬ 
ing the membership. GHI presi¬ 
dent James Smith assured the 200- 
person audience that the member¬ 
ship would be consulted every step 
of the way. 

Critical Juncture 

Knapp said that GHI was facing 
a critical juncture in its history 
since it must be administratively 
prepared for major rehabilitation of 
its physical plant. He presented a 
series of 22 recommendations which 
he said would help GHI to improve 
its policy-making machinery, to op¬ 
erate more efficiently, and to ex¬ 
pand its communication and infor¬ 
mation system, especially with re¬ 
gard to financial management re¬ 
ports. 

Knapp said that the corporation 
has suffered from deterioration in 
its policy-making and long-range 
planning machinery, citing the 
board's preoccupation with short¬ 
term problems. He noted that be¬ 
cause of extreme factionalism, the 
board had been forced to spend un¬ 
due attention defending itself 
against unsubstantiated charges. 

Knapp, however, stressed that 
the corporation has conducted its 
day-to-day business in a reasonab¬ 
ly efficient and effective manner, 
considering the amount of resources 
made available to it and the con¬ 
straints imposed by the basic na¬ 
ture of a cooperative. 

Costs to Rise 

Knapp held out no hope for a re¬ 
duction in administrative expendi¬ 
tures. In fact, he said that after a 
very close scrutiny of GHI staffing 
needs, the consultants are convinced 
that the general manager and top 
staff are greatly overburdened and 
do not have enough middle man¬ 
agement staff to properly handle the 
membership’s needs. 

"Too many problems are falling 
through the cracks," he said. As 
further evidence of understaffing, 
he cited other cooperatives whose 
ratio of staff to housing units was 
much greatei than that of GHI. He 
recommended as immediately nec¬ 
essary the addition of two profes¬ 
sional persons and one clerical. He 
also suggested some additional 
sources of revenue such as the cor¬ 
poration sharing in the profits of 
members’ resales. 

This news was discouraging to 
many of the persons attending the 
meeting. Several persons of retire¬ 
ment age rose to state that they had 
bought into GHI under the impres¬ 
sion that their monthly charges 
would be fixed and might even come 
down after the government mortg¬ 
age is paid off in 1977. 

Knapp said that "unfortunately 
you are living in a high-rent area 
in an inflationary period with a 


physical plant that is fast needing 
renovation." Maintenance costs will 
inevitably rise, he warned the mem¬ 
bers, citing such items as State re¬ 
quirements for use of pollution-free 
oil fuel. 

He sympathized with the mem¬ 
bers who said they could not af¬ 
ford any higher monthly charges, 
but saw no solutions. "If the cor¬ 
poration doesn't pay taxes, for ex¬ 
ample," he said, "you can lose 
your property." He suggested that 
the board should review its mem¬ 
bership requirements to assure 
that future members buying in have 
the resources to meet rising costs. 

Financial Situation 

Knapp also said that the financial 
position of the corporation has de¬ 
teriorated, but here he allocated 
the blame to both the membership 
and the board for their reluctance 
to increase monthly charges. He es¬ 
pecially deplored the reduction of 
necessary maintenance programs to 
keep monthly charges down. Such 
reductions, he said, are disastrous 
to the corporation in the long run. 

"In effect,” he said, "you are try¬ 
ing to maintain homes built with 
1936 and 1942 dollars with 1960 dol¬ 
lars. Revenue has just not kept 
pace with costs.” The corporation, 
he said, has not put aside capital 
replacement reserves to meet de¬ 
preciation and consequently is now 
facing a gigantic financing prob¬ 
lem, However, he noted, that if such 
capital reserves had been put aside, 
then members would have been 
paying much higher monthly char¬ 
ges over the years. 

Knapp put particular stress on 
the need for increasing the infor¬ 
mation flow to the members. He 
said that in the past many of the 
financial reports going to the mem¬ 
bers were confusing and contradic¬ 
tory. He also thought that some 
of the factionalism and unrest 
among the members was due to the 
fact that the board has not clarified 
GHI’s long-range objectives so that 
members could measure the ac¬ 
complishment of the corporation. 

Knapp was also concerned at the 
lack of participation in the co-op 
b^ the rank and file, but acknowl ¬ 
edged upon questioning that the 
participation rate of GHI mem¬ 
bers is much greater than that of 
other cooperatives. 

Audience Reaction 

Actually, there was little critical 
audience reaction to the specific 
proposals of CMP. Most of the 
proposals were received with fav¬ 
or. There was criticism of the 
proposal to eliminate members com¬ 
mittees and to expand the 9-mem¬ 
ber board of directors to 15. Knapp 
felt that member committees were 
ineffectual because thev had no 
implementing authority and the 15- 
member board was needed to pro¬ 
vide better distribution of antici¬ 
pated increases in board workload. 
He also saw advantages in increas¬ 
ing a board member's term to 3 
years so as to provide continuity. 
Nevertheless, audience members felt 
that these measures would dis¬ 
courage membership participation 
and a 15-man board would be too 
cumbersome. 

Some members objected to 
Knapp’s remarks about factional¬ 
ism, saying that if the factions had 
been listened to 6 years ago, some 
of GHI’s problems would have 
been averted. They thought that 
the management audit survey 
should have investigated the caus¬ 
es of the factionalism.

John Churchill Appointed 
To Park & Planning Comm. 

Prince Georges County Executive 
William W. Gullett has appointed 
41-year-old Dr. John W. Churchill 
of Greenbelt to the Maryland-Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission. 

Churchill, who earned his doc¬ 
torate in recreation, urban and re¬ 
gional planning at the University 
of Wisconsin in 1968, is an associ¬ 
ate professor of recreation at the 
University of Maryland, Born in 
Homer, New York, he received his 
bachelor’s degree cum laude from 
the State University of New York 
in 1958 and was awarded his mas¬ 
ter’s degree in recreation admini¬ 
stration and political science in 
1959 from the University of Illinois 
at Urbana. He was on the faculty 
of the University of Wisconsin from 
1961-1964. 

Churchill is author of a dozen re¬ 
search papers, studies, reports and 
articles on various phases of recre¬ 
ation, including his doctoral dis¬ 
sertation: Recreation: A Concep¬ 
tual Analysis. 

A U.S. Navy veteran, he is a 
registered professional in recreation 
with various state and national re¬ 
creation societies. He is a former 
chairman of Greenbelt’s Park and 
Recreation Advisory Board. 

Dr. Churchill has chaired a num¬ 
ber of technical committees for the 
various professional organizations 
and has been listed in Who’s Who 
Among Students in American Un¬ 
iversities and Colleges. He also has 
been an advisor to the Water Re¬ 
sources Research Center at the Un¬ 
iversity of Maryland and has 
worked extensively as a recrea¬ 
tion field advisor to communities 
such as Laurel, Greenbelt, Rladens- 
burg, Easton and Queen Anne’s and 
Frederick Counties. 

He and his wife, Jule, have two 
sons. 

The nomination must be con¬ 
firmed by the Prince George’s 
County Council. 

Members also contributed their 
own suggestions. These included 
suggestions that water costs be al 
located according to number of per¬ 
sons in the family (Knapp said that 
the administrative costs in allocat¬ 
ing costs might eat up all the sav¬ 
ings for small families), GHI’s 
budget be subject to line item ac¬ 
countability (Knapp feared the loss 
of flexibility), the GHI sales staff 
be put on a commission basis, and 
a talent bank be set up to use GHI 
members with specialized skills to 
consult on the rehabalitation pro¬ 
gram. 

In reply to a question regarding 
CMP's maintenance recommenda¬ 
tions, Smith said that GHI was in 
the process of making personnel 
changes but would not elaborate. 


While no other item was met 
with quite the warmth of this one, 
the meeting was characterized by 
general agreement among all mem¬ 
bers of the council as it moved 
routinely through most of its busi¬ 
ness for the evening. Extensive 
discussions and debate about the 
fence which cuts across Braden 
Field and a proposal to establish a 
COG police force were exceptions. 

Braden Field Fence 

The first matter to get lengthy 
consideration, the Braden Field 
fence, came up for reconsideration 
as a result of the availability of 
correct chain link. The contractor 
did not have it available at the time 
he put up the fence. He is now 
ready to install it (without charge), 
but city manager James Giese sug¬ 
gested that this might be an ap¬ 
propriate time for reconsideration. 

Construction of the fence occur¬ 
red without knowledge of the coun¬ 
cil members as a direct result of 
their aproval of a recreation pro¬ 
gram which included an "AA" soft- 
ball league. One of the require¬ 
ments of that league is that they 
have an outfield fence. 

Council members commented that 
they were surprised and shocked to 
see the fence. Council-member Rhea 
Cohen moved that the fence be 
removed, with council-member Eli¬ 
zabeth Maffay seconding. 

Subsequent discussion centered 
around the city’s responsibility to 
fulfill contracts to the "AA" teams 
until the end of the season. Richard 
Stevenson, a past director of the 
recreation department and current¬ 
ly affiliated with Tennis, Unltd. sug¬ 
gested a compromise. The fence 
posts could be put into sleeves. 
These sleeves could be sodded over 
during the part of the year when 
the fence was not in use. 

Finally, Mayor Richard Pilski 
spoke saying that no one hated the 
fence more than he, but now that 
it was up that it should be allowed 
to remain until the end of the sea¬ 
son. He moved an amendment to 
the motion to the effect that the 
fence would come down at the end 
of the season. # 

Debate continued. Points were 
made that while there had been 
plenty of complaints, no Green- 
belter had spoken in favor of the 
fence. 

Others debated the degree of 
involvement of Greenbelters as 
team members and spectators. A 
motion to table by Council-member 
Gil Weidenfeld was defeated. 

The amendment to postpone 
the removal until the end of the 
season was adopted over the nega¬ 
tive votes of Cohen and Maffay. 
The final motion was passed with 
Weidenfeld objecting on the bas ; s 
that it unnecessarily restricted fu¬ 
ture action by the council. 

Debate on COG Measure 

Weidenfeld reported on his last 
meeting at COG as the Greenbelt 
representative. At that meeting a 
proposal to establish a COG police 
force and central data bank for 
the control of narcotics was dis¬ 
cussed. Greenbelt had previously 
held a public meeting to discuss 
this proposal, but was the only 
party represented which had. 

As a result of the Greenbelt hear¬ 
ing and the subsequent COG meet¬ 
ing Weidenfeld introduced a reso¬ 
lution that the City Council "not 
support in present form the COG 
proposal to establish a Metropolitan 
Intelligence Group (MIG) ..." 
He pointed out that the current 
proposal could be broken down in¬ 
to the central data bank function, 
and the intelligence gathering 
function. While approving the for¬ 
mer, Weidenfeld opposed the latter 
as being better done by the local¬ 
ities involved themselves. 

Both Maffay and Cohen regis¬ 
tered objections to the whole idea. 
Cohen argued that it would simply 
be duplicating activities by the 
FBI and the state of Maryland. 
Schwan countered by saying that 
while theoretically it might be done 


by the Bureau of Narcotics or the 
state or some other agency, the 
fact was that it wasn’t being done. 

This was confirmed by Nancy 
Neupert who had been recently 
robbed in what she was sure was a 
drug-related theft. In going to 
the Greenbelt Police they were 
able to show her only a dozen or 
so mug shots of those criminals 
apprehended in Greenbelt. 

The resolution was passed over 
the objections of Maffay and Cohen. 

Curb Painters 

Prior to the resolution honoring 
Gooden, the Council passed a mo¬ 
tion allowing a couple of college 
boys to paint house numbers on 
the curbs in front of the homes. A 
letter from these enterprising gen¬ 
tlemen indicated that they had 
done this in the past, and their 
letter was accompanied by letters 
commending their work. 

The manager suggested that the 
boys be required to deposit $25 with 
the city in case the city needed to 
correct any errors, and that the 
boys be required to advertise a 
phone number in the News Review, 
that phone number to be used to 
report any erroneously painted 
numbers. The gentlemen will not 
be paid, but will rely on donations. 

Schwan requested that the man¬ 
ager make clear to the boys that 
Greenbelt is unusual in that it has 
such a small percentage of individ¬ 
ually-owned homes and that they 
might well "lose their shirts." 

A letter from the GVFD request¬ 
ed the council to take action on 
their behalf to prevent the county 
from reducing their pumper com¬ 
plement from three to two, and 
their ambulance from two to one. 
While most members felt sympa¬ 
thetic, parti culary with regard to 
the requirement to have two am¬ 
bulances, they postponed action un¬ 
til they could get further informa¬ 
tion from the fire department and 
the county. 

More information was also need¬ 
ed, they felt, before they could act 
on a county resolution asking them 
to endorse a Security force for 
METRO. 

There was, however, no doubt in 
their minds about their unanimous 
action to advise the county of their 
desire that the county appeal a re¬ 
cent ruling that would eliminate 
the current requirement for two- 
thirds majority vote by the county 
council to approve zoning amend¬ 
ments which conflict wdth the rec¬ 
ommendations of the affected mu¬ 
nicipalities. 

This ruling by Judge Loveless 
of the Circuit Court would weaken 
substantially Greenbelt’s control of 
its own zoning. City solicitor, 
Emmett Nanna, did state that there 
was no merit in having the city 
file an amicus brief since no new 
facts would be considered. 

Similar opposition arose to the 
proposal to provide that a used car 
lot could be operated as part of a 
new car dealership without requir¬ 
ing specific zoning authorization as 
is now the case. The possibility that 
such a used car lot might be located 
in the Golden Triangle has been re 
cently discussed. 


R. Cohen Attends Meeting 
On Area Sewer Problems 

On Tuesday, June 20, member of 
Greenbelt council Rhea Cohen at¬ 
tended the Potomac River Enforce¬ 
ment Conference at Crystal City in 
Arlington, Virginia. Mrs. Cohen 
spoke for the Prince Georges En¬ 
vironment Coalition before the Pro¬ 
gress Meeting called by the Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection Agency on 
the metropolitan area's sewer prob ¬ 
lems. Noting that residents of the 
Washington, D.C. region face ser¬ 
ious public health hazards, she call¬ 
ed for a speedy decision on a site 
for a sewage treatment plant in 
Montgomery County to relieve pre¬ 
sently overloaded facilities. 
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Regrefs "Old Feuds" 

To the Editor: 

A funny thing happened to 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. on its way 
to the solution of current problems. 
At the information meeting on June 
14, called to discuss the recently 
completed management survey, cer 
tain members insisted on dredging 
up old issues. Among other things, 
it was charged that the board of di¬ 
rectors had proceeded in defiance 
of membership direction in com 
pleting the larger homes program, 
The facts are these and they must 
be checked because GHI records 
are open to inspection by all mem 
bers. 

The proposal to build larger hom ¬ 
es was made initially at the 1965 
annual membership meeting. No ac¬ 
tion was taken because of the ab¬ 
sence of a quorum. At a special 
membership meeting, August 4, 1965, 
however, a resolution was approved 
by secret ballot in voting that ev¬ 
ening and the following day to au¬ 
thorize construction of four single 
family homes and 25 townhouses. 
Subsequently, the matter was dis¬ 
cussed at the annual meeting in 
1966; a special membership meet¬ 
ing on April 6, 1967 (called on pe¬ 
tition of 50 members concerned 
about the proposed sale and resale 
policy); the 1967 annual meeting; 
the 1968 annual meeting; and, in 
passing, at a special membership 
meeting of December 18, 1968 (call¬ 
ed to request authorization to in¬ 
crease members' operating pay¬ 
ments by more than 10%X. The 
complete excerpt of the discussion 
as it appears in the approved min¬ 
utes of the December 18, 1968 meet¬ 
ing follows: 

" ■ * In reply to a question on the 
proposed townhouses, Mr. Sehwan 
stated that rezoning was necessary 
for that plot. To the second portion 
of the question, he stated that there 
will be no cost to the general mem¬ 
bership for this project. This item 
is completely outside the budget. 
All of it will be charged to that 
particular project and not a cent to 
present members. However, with 
the most recent increase in the in¬ 
terest rate, the cost of the project 
may be prohibitive with any defer¬ 
ment of the project. Mr. Sehwan 
announced that the initiation of the 
construction of the 25 townhouses 
opposite the North End School may 
be postponed because financing 
conditions are not favorable. This 
news was received with a burst of 
applause.” 

It is on the basis of this “burst 
of applause” that some members 
contend that the board proceeded 
in definance of the wishes of the 
membership! 

Except as it may relate to mem¬ 
bership trust in the present board, 
the above is irrelevant in terms 
of the problems that confront GHI 
today. Intelligent decisions for cur¬ 
rent problems will not be found 
by comnlaining about alleged sins 
of omission or commission of past 
boards. Nor will they be found by 
members so apathetic that they 
are unable to find the energy to 
pick up a copy of the management 
survey at the GHI office where 500 
of the 800 printed survey still repose. 

Both the management and archi¬ 
tectural and engineering surveys 
require careful, dispassionate study. 
GHI consists of your homes and 
mine. We cannot afford the luxury 
of continuing old feuds or being 
indifferent. Let us work together 
to protect our common investment.

GHI can hardly be responsible for 
Eunice Coxon’s fantastic interpre¬ 
tation of the true statement that 
most GHI members will not be pay¬ 
ing on a GNMA mortgage after

County Legislation 
On Planning Areas 

A bill establishing countywide 
planning areas as required under 
the Charter has been presented to 
the Prince George’s County Coun¬ 
cil. 

The legislation, unveiled at the 
Council’s May 16 legislative session 
in Upper Marlboro, establishes 32 
planning areas for the purpose of 
updating old master plans, devising 
new ones and drawing up a compre¬ 
hensive zoning map for the county. 

The bill is a revised version of a 
measure submitted to the Council 
earlier by County Attorney Walter 
H, Maloney. At the direction of 
the County Council, the plan was 
revised in cooperation with the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission. 

Chief among the revisions is a 
transitional passage dividing cer¬ 
tain planning areas into two sections 
until old master plans can be re¬ 
worked. The bill, as it now stands, 
provides for the merger of the di¬ 
vided areas within five years. Under 
charter provisions, planning areas 
must be established by law and 
must be “substantially equal in geo¬ 
graphic size.” 

The new bill was referred to the 
Council’s Fiscal and Planning Com¬ 
mittee for study May 16 and was 
reported out of committee “favora¬ 
bly” May 18. A public hearing will 
be held June 27 in Upper Marlboro,

Greenbelt Bird Watching $

On Saturday morning at 6 I went 
on a birdwalk. We started our 
walk at St. Hugh’s bridge. 

When we were coming through 
the woods we heard a noise like 
chip, chip, chip, and everybody 
looked up in the trees to see what 
kind of bird it was. Mrs. Neupert 
(who is the leader) laughed and 
said it was a chipmunk. Then I saw 
it running away. 

There was a bird called the pee- 
wee. It sounds kind of funny be¬ 
cause it says its own name. It says 
peewee in a high tone of voice. 
Once when we heard it, it just said 
pee —— and didn’t finish it. 

We also saw a catbird. It is a 
bird that copies other bird songs. 
When we saw it, it was copying a 
brown thrasher, and when the 
brown thrasher heard him he came 
to see what was happening. Then 
he went to the top of the tree to 
sing, and the catbird started flying 
from one limb to another as though 
he was dancing. Then he flew away. 
You can tell the difference between 
the catbird and whatever bird he’s 
copying because the catbird squeaks 
in the middle of each song. 

The reason birds sing is to tell 
their neighbors not to get their 
tree while they are gone to find 
food. They also squawk an alarm. 

I liked looking at the birds with 
the field glasses and listening to the 
peewee bird the best. 


College Park Annexation 

The latest efforts of the College 
Park city council to annex proper¬ 
ty outside the city limits will ap¬ 
parently receive no opposition. On 
two previous occasions, the Col¬ 
lege Park council attempted to an¬ 
nex Acredale, a nearby subdivision, 
and parts of the Beltsville Agri 
cultural Research Center, including 
land immediately north of the city 
of Greenbelt.

CITY NOTES 

City Manager Jomes Giese has 
just returned from the Manager¬ 
ial Grid Seminar, in Orono, Maine. 
The purpose of the school, spon¬ 
sored by the International City 
Management Association and the 
University of Maine, was to give 
intensive training pursuant to the 
development of good managerial 
techniques. 

Work has begun on the clay slope 
adjacent to Klein’s. The owner has 
contracted to remove substantial 
amounts of dirt which is then 
trucked over to the industrial land¬ 
fill west of Springhill Lake. This 
property belongs to the owners of 
Springhill Lake. 

Fireworks will begin as soon as 
it is dark on the Fourth of July 
at Greenbelt Lake Park. In case 
of rain, it will be postponed on a 
day to day basis. 

The Public Works department 
worked on a drainage problem on 
Greenhill Rd., and also cleaned 
storm sewers and catch basins 
around the city. 

The city’s crew performed some 
work of a temporary nature on the 
driveway entrance to the Jewish 
Community Center, A temporary 
gravel walkway was also installed. 
This work is in conjunction with 
the city’s agreement with the JCC 
to share the costs of improvements 
of Westway Rd. Permanent im¬ 
provements are expected when the 
city receives an acceptable bid for 
the work. 

The city received delivery of a 
new pick-up truck to be shared 
by the parks crew and the animal 
warden. 

Lights were placed on underpas¬ 
ses where needed. 

The parks crew planted annuals 
on Southway and in front of Sub¬ 
urban Trust Bank. It is also busy 
cutting grass and maintaining the 
ball fields. 

A load packer, otherwise known 
as a garbage truck, sustained a 
broken axle at the landfill. It was 
repaired at the shop and is back 
in action. 

T-shirts, bearing the city emblem, 
were issued to all members of the 
public works crew including the 
summer help. 

The Public Works crew was oc¬ 
cupied with several projects invol¬ 
ving asphalt work. They laid a pre¬ 
cast curb on the north parking lot 
and also repaired several holes in 
the pavement. On , a walkway 
through the parkland between Lake- 
wood and Northway they built up 
the grade to insure proper drain¬ 
age. 

No Parking signs were installed 
along Breezewood Drive to make 
room for the expected heavy truck 
traffic along that access route to the 
Beltway Plaza embankment, where 
major grading work will soon begin.
